Involvement  In  affairs  outside  the  college  community  was  one 
of  the  mam  issues  student  government  dealt  with  during  the  last 
year.  The  ASC  sponsored  the  October  Vietnam  Moratorium  and  lent 
some  financial  support  to  allow  students  to  attend  the  November 
Moratorium  in  San  Francisco. 

This  year  saw  the  ASC  working  in  Olympia  urging  passage  of 
the  Nineteen-Year-OM  Vole,  legislation  to  control  environmental 
pollution,  and  bills  favoring  higher  education. 

Under  the  leadership  of  Tim  Wing,  many  outdated  policies  per¬ 
taining  to  students  in  dormitories  were  abolished.  Women's  Hours 
were  done  away  with;  a  visitation  policy  for  the  dormitories  was 
established,  and  use  of  alcohol  in  the  dorms  by  students  21  and 
older  was  allowed  for  the  first  time 

taring  the  Fall  taartcr  elections,  a  new  Constitution  was 
adopted  by  the  student  body  In  addition  to  changing  the  name  from 
Student  Government  Association  to  Associated  Students  of  Cen¬ 
tral  Washington  State  College,  the  new  Constitution  provided  more 
flexibility  than  the  old  one 

The  new  addition  to  the  SUB.  financed  by  student  fees,  opened 
Winter  Quarter.  The  new  addition  more  than  doubled  the  size  of 
the  SUB.  with  the  addition  of  two  ballrooms,  a  large  cafeteria,  a 
new  games  room,  new  offices,  and  innumerable  meeting  rooms 
for  the  rapidly  expanding  number  of  Central  students.
